
I, the undersigned, R. Lee Miller of Monterey, in the County of 
Monterey, State of California am the sole inventor of a new and useful 
IMPROVED GOLF CLUB GRIP (Application Nr. 10/783,01 1) and am the 
President and CEO of FEEL GOLF COMPANY, Inc. which is the assignee of all 
rights, title and interest in and to said invention, design, application, and Letters 
Patent to issue thereon, said assignation having been duly recorded by the 
Assignment Division of the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 
February 23, 2004 on Reel 015014/Frame 0761. 

I, R. LEE MILLER, make the following declaration in lieu of oath pursuant 
to 37 C.F.R. § 1.68. The IMPROVED GOLF CLUB GRIP disclosed by 
Application Nr. 10/783,01 1 (hereinafter, the "Grip") has attained significant 
commercial success as evidenced by customer satisfaction with the Grip. I am 
convinced that this commercial success and the significant customer satisfaction 
are due to the innovative features of the grip: the combination of the reverse taper 
and the reminder rib. These features were combined to give the golfer better 
control of his swing and thereby reduce or eliminate the tendency to "slice" the 
ball. This combination increases the moment of inertia (MOI) imparted to the golf 
club head. The combination increases gripping stability which reduces twisting of 


the golf club head resulting in greater accuracy and distance. Further, a reverse 

taper grip without the rib or a rib on other than a reverse taper grip would not 

enhance performance to the extent realized by combining the two features. 

I further believe that the following comments from satisfied customers 

substantiate my belief as to the commercial success of the Grip:

These customer testimonials are all the more impressive when viewed in 
light of the fact that the Grip retails for US $9.95 as compared to other grips which 
retail for a fraction of the cost of the Grip. Customers realize that there's 
something innovative and unique about the Grip and they're willing to pay the 
extra cost for that innovation and uniqueness. I have enclosed catalogue listings to 
substantiate this price differential. 

By creating the commercial success of the Grip (i.e., by purchasing the Grip 
for their own personal use and sharing their discovery with their friends), these 
customers are confirming the non-obviousness of my invention. In short, if the 
combination of the two features was obvious, the global golf grip industry would 
have recognized the need for the combination and either it (the global golf grip 
industry) or some other independent inventor would have disclosed it before me so 
that these satisfied customers would be talking about his/her grip instead of mine. 

I have been warned and I am aware that willful false statements and the like 
are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both (18 U.S.C. 1001) and may 
jeopardize the validity of my patent application or any patent issuing thereon. 
Accordingly, all statements made in this declaration which are made of my own 


knowledge are true and all statements made in this declaration which are made on 
information and belief are believed by me to be true.

Dr Feel, 


I have tried your grips on my Cally BB 2004 4 wood and on my X-14 6 iron for several range testing sessions now so I think 
that I am able to provide you with some feedback. 

A little background first... I am currently a 15 handicapper who has been struggling with consistent contact with the ball. This is 
especially frustrating since while in university I played to a 3 handicap, sure I'd see streaks of my former game but when 
you're only playing 2 times a month (due to family, work, etc.) it's hard to keep the feel intact. I have fairly small hands (wear a 
men's smali glove) and always found normal grips a little too large for my liking as my hands never really felt 'comfortable' on 
the grip but when you play a lot you get used to it and you make it work. 

I noticed that I was hitting the ball all over the place and that my ball had no pop to it, I wondered why so I had a friend video 
tape my swing. What I found was surprising, simply put I wasn't always releasing the club. I would hit one shot and it would 
have a huge cut and then the next my little fade was back and the ball would rocket off the face on a beautiful trajectory! I 
needed to figure how to do this all the time! So I started reading and determined that my grips were all a little oversized for my 
hands and that it was inhibiting me from releasing the club, what to do? I thought about ladies grips but I tried my wife's clubs 
and they felt too small all over and I found myself becoming very wristy, so while doing some web reading I came across your 
grips, I thought why not try them? 

Well after 3 range sessions, I'm glad that I did. I'm hitting my 6 iron a solid 5 yards further than before but more importantly I'm 
hitting it straighter with that little fade again but most importantly it's more solid! I'm not losing distance because of a held off 
swing, I'm releasing through the shot and the ball reacts accordingly. Same with my 4 wood, I'm flying it 220 consistently now 
and they're landing in a 15 yard area whereas before I really didn't know where it would go, right, left or straight. Needless to 
say I'm impressed to date with these grips and I hope to get out and see what they're like on the course! 

Thanks for making such an innovative product and for helping to make the game a little more enjoyable! Of course, if you'd 
like me to test out these grips on some of my other clubs, if you'd be willing to send me some samples I'd be willing to write 
another review!

I received the grips and have played with them for about two weeks. I am completely satisfied and more convinced than ever 
that they will help those golfers who employ the NG method. The whole NG concept is centered on the precept that the lead 
(left for RH golfers) hand hold the club in the fingers and set the clubface position for impact and (and this is the different part) 
that the trail hand hold the club like a hammer, allowing the arm and wrist to pivot or hinge, rather than rotate or roll. 

The Release Grips completely facilitate and IMHO aid the NG'er in accomplishing this process comfortably and predictably. I 
am relatively new at golf and was struggling in all aspects until taking up NG. Now, I am actually starting to intentionally shape 
shots around trees and doglegs. Wow! Also, with my Release grips, my hands are virtually free of the pain from arthritis that 
my old overlapping grip caused me. 

I must urge you therefore to get this news into your advertising somehow, with or without NG's corporate cooperation. If they 
won't help, simply use catch phrases like, "..will also help golfers who use employ single-plane swings or unconventional 
grips." NG'ers will immediately pick up on this and NG certainly does not have proprietary rights to those terms. 

I picked up a set of Feel wedges on eBay and have been having fun playing with them. I am also considering a new driver, but 
need to work out more kinks in that part of my game first. 

If you want to send some samples of your designer wedges, drivers and the Release Grips, I will see that they are placed in 
the Pro Shop at Northwood Country Club here in Meridian, MS. Or, if you prefer direct liaison, the club pro's name is Jimmy 
Gamblin (played golf for Ole Miss in the 60's).
